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To  the  Chairmaja  and  Members  of  the 
Helper  Rirral  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  raudi  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  my 
15th.,  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the 
district.  The  Report  is  for  the  year  ended  31st.,  December  1946. 

Generally,  the  health  of  the  district  was  good,  there  being  no 
special  outbreaks  of  any  of  the  notifiable  diseases.  A total  of 
219  cases  of  notifiable  disease  is  less  than  half  the  nirmber  which 
occurred  dxiring  1945-  There  were  only  40  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
which  is  a reduction  of  46  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

The  cases  were  mainly  mild  in  character  and  with  the  exception  of  one 
case  which  proved  fatal,  the  remainder  rapidly  yielded  to  treatment 
and  recovered. 

Di^theria  (5  cases)  is  6 less  than  the  previous  figure  and  I 
am  pleased  to  state  that  all  patients  recovered.  During  the  yean 
230  children  under  5 years  and  28  children  between  5**15  years  were 
immunised  against  this  disease. 

Pneumonia,  Dysentry,  Puerperal  l^rexia.  Whooping  Cough  and 
Pulmonary'-  Tuberculosis  were  higher  than  in  1945 » but  no  special 
significance  is  attached  to  these  increases.  No  doubt  the  very 
severe  weather  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  was  I’esponsible  to 
some  extent  for  some  of  the  cases  of  pneumonia, 

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  showed  a reduction  of  2 cases,  while 
Measles  were  reduced  to  about  oner-sixth  of  those  for  last  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  (296) , is  one  less  than  in  1945 ^ and  the 
Death  Rate  figure  is  10. 89  as  against  11,2  in  1945* 

Births  (488) , Bo^'-s  264  and  Girls  224,  is  an  increase  of  56  over 
last  year,  the  Birth  Rate  being  17«95  compared  with  16,28  in  1945r 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  the  death  rate  was 
reduced,  the  birth  rate  increased  and  numbers  of  infectious  diseases 
reduced  by  more  than  a half. 

All  the  schools  in  the  district  have  been  visited  and  it  has 
not  been  necessajry  to  close  any  of  them  during  the  year. 

In  connection  with  water  supplies  about  83^  of  the  district’ s 
population  have  a piped  supply  most  of  which  supplies  are  chlorinated, 
D^oring  the  year  schemes  were  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Council  for 
extending  the  water  mains  to  cover  the  Parishes  of  Mapperley  and 
ShrLpley,  also  the  Western  Parishes  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  early 
start  can  be  made  on  this  work.  In  fact  this  year,  one  can 

at  last  take  a more  optimistic  outlook,  for  those  parishes,  largely 
agricultural,  to  'which  attention  repeatedly  has  been  drawn,  may  now 
be  said  to  be  TTithin  a measurable  distance  of  time  of  having  a piped 
supply,  at  a cost  of  several  thousand  pounds. 
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Though  these  eight  parishes  depend  upon  shallow  wells  and 
springs,  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  is  lower  than  in 
some  of  the  more  populous  parishes* 


DRAIMGE. 


It  is  largely  in  these  eight  parishes  where  there  is  no 
means  of  sewage  disposal.  Cesspools  cannot  he  considered  at 
all  satisfactory  where  the  contents  must  be  disposed  of  on  heavy 
soils.  I am  happy  to  note  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  is 

insistent  upon  the  proper  disposal  of  sewage  from  all  the  new 
houses,  even  in  the  most  rural  parishes.  Sewerage  schemes  must 
follow  the  provision  of  a piped  water  supply  in  all  parishes. 

I do  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  all  the  assistance 
given  to  mo  by  the  officers  and  staff,  during  the  year.

The  Rural  District  of  Belper  lies  in  the  Southern  half  of  the  Comty  of 
Derbyshire  and  the  area  is  more  or  less  divided  into  three  sections,  the  Eastern 
part  of  which  is  largely  industrial  - coal  mining  - limestone  quarrying;  the 
Western  side  is  chiefly  agricultural  - milk  production  representing  the  principal 
activity,  whilst  in  the  Southern  portion  of  the  area  there  is  cotton  and  hosiery 
manufacttxring  and  a large  residential  population. 

The  Northern  part  of  the  district  is  hilly  in  character,  with  an  altitude 
of  1038  O.D.  at  iishleyhay.  The  area  falls  avfay  to  the  south  where  at  Darl^ 
^‘i.bbey  the  altitude  is  approximately  240  above  O.D. 

The  principal  industries  providing  employment  in  the  area  are:- 

Coal  raining  in  7 parishes 
Quarrying  “ 1 parish 
Textiles  2 parishes 

Agriculture  provides  employment  in  the  other  parishes  with  the  exception 
of  ^lestree  which  is  purely  residential  in  character.

All  testing  and  examination  of  food  and  water  samples  taken 
by  the  Department  is  carried  out  under  arrangement  with  the 
Coxmty  Council.  The  administration  of  the  Pood  & Drugs 

Act  insofar  as  it  applies  to  sampling,  is  carried  out  lander  the 
supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County 
Council. 

INSPECTION  OP  DISTRICT. 


Appendix  A.  is  a tabulated  report,  a copy  of  which  has  been 
forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

ItATai  SUPIEJES. 

The  District  may  be  classed  as  generally  satisfactory  as 
far  as  the  public  water  supplies  are  concerned.  There  are 
various  main  sources  of  supply  viz:-  Gross-o-th-Hands  and 
Handley  Food  supplying  cloiefly  the  parish  of  Duf field. 

Lea  Springs  supplying  the  parishes  of  De thick.  Lea  and  Holloway, 
Crich,  South  Wingfield  and  Pentrich. 

Water  for  the  parishes  of  Denb^'-,  Horsley  Woodhouse,  Holbrook, 
Horsley,  Kilbum  and  Sn>alley  is  supplied  from  Helper  Urban 
springs  and  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board  mains. 

The  supply  for  Mapperley  is  obtained  from  the  Shardlow  Rural 
District  and  for  Darley  Abbey,  Allestree,  Quarndon  from  the 
Derby  Corporation. 

These  l6  parishes  have  a piped  water  supply  serving  a popula- 
tion of  some  23,962  persons  in  JfOOO  houses. 

Tne  Kedlttston  Estate  has  a small  private  piped  supply  in  the 
parish  of  Kedlesbn  and  also  at  Weston  Underwood.  The  Ghats- 
worth  Estate  gives  a piped  supply  to  part  of  the  parish  of 
Shot tie  and  Postern. 

Plans  for  the  provisicn  of  a piped  water  supply  to  most  of  the 
Western  Parishes  have  been  prepared  and  the  scheme  is  now  av/aiting 
official  approval. 

Prom  this  review  it  is  seen  that  approximately  83^  of  the 
population  in  this  rural  district  have  a piped  water  supply. 

The  Council's  supplies  are  chlorinated.  All  samples  of  water 
taken  from  public  supplies  were  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  12  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from

No  extensions  to  sewers  or  disposal  works  have  been  carried 
out  dixring  the  year  and  one  or  tv<io  works  are  still  working  beyond 
their  capacity.  The  Council's  Engineers  have  gone  ahead  v/ith 
the  preparation  of  the  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Bethick,  Lea  and 
Holloway  and  the  commencement  of  the  work  of  laying  the  sewer  in 
tliis  parish  is  now  in  sight. 

Eighteen  new  house  connections  have  been  made  to  the  Denby 
and  Kilburn  sewer,  2 connections  to  the  Crich  sewers  and  2 
connections  to  the  South  Wingfield  sewers.

The  fact  that  apprcrdiately  one  third  of  the  farms  qualify  for 
these  licences  gives  some  indication  of  the  progressive  outlook 
held  by  local  farmers.  Incidentally  v/e  find  that  the  licences 
are  held  by  the  larger  milk  producer. 

Owing  to  the  labour  problem  and  the  greater  amount  of  additional 
land  \mder  the  plough,  we  have  found  a tendency  to  leave  the  lime- 
washing  of  cowsheds  to  periods  when  the  work  can  be  made  an  incidental 
job.

There  were  five  additional  water  closets  provided  during  the 
year  chiefly  at  licensed  premises. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  volimtary  conversions  average 
more  than  1 per  week  and  it  is  expected  that  when  Xobour  and 
materials  are  available  and  licensing  restrictions  relaxed  the 
rate  of  conversion  will  be  greatly  accelerated. 

Scavenging  by  contract  is  still  carried  out  in  the  parishes 
of  Holbrook,  Horsley,  Horsley  Woodhouse,  Mapperley,  Shipley, 
and  Smalley,  althou^  it  is  hoped  to  put  these  parishes  on  to 
a direct  labour  scheme  during  the  coming  year.  Cesspools 
are  not  emptied  by  the  Council,  the  work  being  carried  out  by 
the  occupiers  of  the  premises. 

INFECTIOUS  mSE^BS. 

All  notifications  of  infectious  disease  are  forwarded  by 
medical  practitioners  direct  to  the  Medical  Offier  of  Health, 
Many  of  the  cases  receive  a personal  visit  from  the  Medical 
Officer  and  invariably;"  so  in  those  cases  wliich  are  nursed  at 
home.  All  cases  are  visited  by  the  Inspectors,  advice 
given  on  the  precautions  to  be  taken  and  after  the  patient  is 
removed  to  hospital  or  has  recovered,  the  rooms  aj:e  fumigated. 
Formaldehyde  gas  is  the  fumigant  xised. 

There  were  52  rooms  disinfected  dirring  the  year. 
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DISIKPSST/ITION. 


In  only  one  case  v;as  it  necessary  to  give  special  treatment 
to  a verminous  house.  The  action  taken  was  successful. 


FOOD  mSPlDTION. 

Inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  food  still  remains 
with  Government  Departments,  and  slaughtering  is  centralised 
for  defined  areas.  No  slaughter  houses  are  in  use  in  this 

district. 

On  a nxmiber  of  occasions  your  Inspectors  were  cailed  in  by 
the  retail  shopkeepers  to  examine  various  foods  which  were  con- 
sidered unfit  for  sale  for  human  consumption.

BAKEHOUSES . 


There  are  6 Bakehouses  in  the  area  which  are  small  premises 
and  in  nearly  all  cases  supply  their  own  retail  shops  only. 
Inspections  v/ere  made  during  the  year. 

Three  verbal  requests  to  cleanse  walls  were  complied  with  at 
once. 

The  Factory  Inspector  drew  attention  to  two  factories 
where  additional  closet  accommodation  was  required.  In  each 
case  the  notices  were  complied  vri.th  and  four  pail  closets  have 
been  installed. 

Inspections  were  made  at  ten  factories, 

R^^TS  & ItdCE « 

The  question  of  the  appointment  of  a full  time  Rodent  Officer 
was  thorou^ly  discussed  earlier  in  the  year  and  contact  was  made 
with  adjoining  authorities  to  ascertain  if  they  would  consider  a 
joint  appointment.  The  suggestion  was  not  favourably 

received.  It  was  then  agjeeed  tha.t  the  existing  system  of 

inspections  by  the  Inspectors  should  be  continued.  The 

Foreman,  G-.  Hartle,  attended  a course  upon  Rodent  Control  given 
’03^  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  noY</  works,  as  occasion  demands, under 
the  supervision  of  the  Inspectors. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  few  conplaints  of  infestation 
received  from  householders,  which  may  be  explained  by  the  fact 
that  the  general  public  are  beginning  to  realise  that  they  have 
a responsibility  regarding  the  destruction  of  vermin  on  their 
own  premises. 
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The  Department  hats  tal^en  very  effective  action  on  all  its  oivn 
sev/age  disposal  works  and  refuse  tips  on  the  lines  set  out  by 
the  Iviinistr^'-  of  Pood  i.o,  prebaiting  on  two  or  three  toccasions 
before  using  a poisoned  bait*  The  success  of  this  consistent 
attack  has  been  noticeable.  In  the  early  days  large 

numbers  of  rats  were  picked  up  after  poison  baiting,  now  the 
number  of  bodies  found  is  veiy  small.  However,  constant 
attention  is  being  given  to  keep  the  rodents  under  control  and 
works  and  tips  are  baited  regularly* 

GAJyglNG  SIT3S. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  number  of  camping  grounds 
licensed  during  the  year. 

The  persons  holding  licences  for  camping  grounds  arc  the  owners 
of  the  land,  who  let  caravans  and  temporary  struct-ures.  ^rlso 
they  permit  temporary  use  of  a site  by  casual  campers  owning  their 
ovm  moveable  dwellings.  In  other  cases,  the  licences  are 
granted  to  persons  occupying  caravans  situated  on  other  peoples 
land  which  in  some  instances  because  of  the  difficulty  in  obtaining 
housing  accommodation  are  occupied  all  the  year  round*  The 

licence  in  these  cases  is  granted  for  a limited  period  only* 

The  number  of  campers  visiting  the  camping  grounds  ducing  the 
yean  has  been  much  less  tlian  during  the  v\/ar  years.  Maybe  a^ 
travel  becomes  easier  people  will  go  further  afield  for  holidays 
and  the  camps  become  less  crowded.  During  the  popular  holiday 

week  ends,  when  the  camps  are  filled  to  capacity,  local  residents 
have  lodged  complaints  about  the  campers.  Many  of  these  conv- 

plaints  are  entirely  outside  the  control  possible  under  the  Public 
Health  nets  etc,  a position  not  easily  grasped  by  the  layman 
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The  following  summarises  the  position  regarding  the  provision 
of  a piped  water  supply  in  the  District
